BITFALO, N. Y., Sept. 15.—Nearly 


200 delegates representing nearly every 
railroad system in tha United States aud 
Canada are here this morning to par- 
ticipate in the annual convention of the 
Switchmen's Mutual Aid association of 
North Americii. In N>iew of tho numer- 
ous locsl strikes which have taken 
placo in different parts of the country 
during tho past year, and of the fact 
that tho representatives of the Grand 
loJgo of the order participated in tho 
rfcent conference of tlio Federation of 
Riilroad Employes at Torre Haute, a»d 
wuca declined to order out ita orn- 
ployt-s in aid of the Knights of Labor, 
tlie present convention is by all odds 
the most important ever held under the 
auspices of the order. To quote one of 
tho members of the grand lodge, "we, 
in common with other railroad orders, 
have 
s-eaohed 
tho point where tho 


utmost wisdom cud skill is required to 
safely 
pilot the oider through tho 


dangers which threaten it within the 
coming year. That other orders have 
the same grave questions to face caa be 
no consolation to us nor can it inspire 
us with confidence to them. We alone 
are responsible for the fate of our 
organizations, and no friendly hand 
from any other order can move one 
single stone from onr pathway. The 
dangers arise within the orders them- 
selves and must bo met or the story of 
another labor organisation on tho rooks 
will bo repeated." 


The official headquarters of the grand 


officers of the fitih annual conclave are 
at tho Oene^eo house which was be- 
sieged throughout the early hours by 
delegates from distant parta of the 
country. 


The convention convened at 2 o'clock 


this afternoon and Frank Sweeney, of 
Chicago, grand master of the Switch- 
men's Mutual Aid association of North 
America, delivered tho annual address. 
Among other things ho said: 


"Let me say to you who may not yet 


belong to the organization, that whore- 
ever you have planted onr banner of 
benevolence, hope and protection, won- 
derful changes hove been wiought. We 
discipline intemperate men. We enable 
the men to do more work with less fric- 
tion among themselves. As to strikes, 
I desire to bo explicit, in order that our 
position may bo fully understood. It is 
erroneous to suppose that labor organi- 
zations are in favor of strikes or foment 
trouble. Tho very reverse is true. Tue 
bettor organized ft trade is, the less 
trouble do the employers experience 
with their employes. 


In reference to the New York Cen- 


tral strike he said: "Reports had beon 
sent all over tho country that the entire 
Vanderbilt system would be drawn into 
tho trouble. The anxiety was increased 
when some trouble of our own caused 
the grand master of the Switchmen's 
Mutual Aid Association to depart to the 
scene of tho trouble. Public apprehen- 
sion, excited by reports sent out by 
porsous who wero ignorant of the form 
and purposes of our federation, grow al- 
most to a panic when tho grand officers 
of tho federated railway organizations 
went to New York in response to an 
urgent invitation from the leaders of 
the strikers. Most people expected a 
general strike, mid at many places busi- 
ness *ift3 practically suspended. Amidst 
all tliis excitement, and under the in- 
fluence of tho pressure of universal sym- 
pathy with tho men who were fighting 
tuoir right to organize, the Supreme 
Council met. The members were calm, 
and deliberated slowly and carefully. 
Tho resuli is known. All fears wero set 
at rest and the public saw that the rail- 
road employes wore not anxious to 
foment trouble, but on the contrary, en- 
dsiivored, as they always will, to pre- 
serve tho peace, not only in abstaining 
frora infractions of thelaw, but by avoid- 
ing any interference with the industry 
and oojamorco of the country. 


In speaking of the Switchmen's Mu- 


tual Aid association, ho said: "It is 
tho prime aim and objoot of tho Switch- 
men's Mutual Aid association to allevi- 
ate tho distress of those only too numer- 
ous uufoi tuuates \vho have become in- 
capacitated from work at their trado by 
ono of those accidents which arc so 
common among our craft. The associa- 
tion gives them a snug littlo sum of 
money that will enable them to engage 
in other pursuits and help them over 
tho immediate evils of their misfortune. 
Five years of constant application have 
been dovotsd to this work. How far 
this mission of mercy has been fulfilled 
the records of tho association will bear 
witness. That it has carried out this 
prime object and relieved untold dis- 
tress oau bo proved by the thousands 
and thousands of dollars paid out of our 
treasury for death and total disability 
claims to widows aud orphans of our un- 
fortunate brothers, as well as for assist- 
ance of the brothers themselves. 
Our 


association is yot in its infancy iu this 
locality. 


In closing ho said: "To my mind it 


is only a question of time when all rail- 
way employes will bo federated in ono 
groat body. It is idlo for individuals 
to opposo this consummation. They 
may delay tUo forum! «ot of f 


but tho sentiment is growing in spite of 
all, fanned and fostered by the irresisti- 
ble march of events. In the meantime, 
let us all do our part to advance the 
common interest of laboring people aud 
of our common country. Let us Vvork 
when our efforts will be tho roost tellicg. 
Let us complete the organization of our 
trade so that it truly and perfectly rep- 
resent and embrace in it its entirety. 
Let us practice and extend the principle 
of brotherly love on which our organi- 
zation is founded, and which is at tho 
bottom of every good action, AH the 
welfare of the whole is made up of the" 
welfare of its parts, so tho well-being of 
our country depends upon that of its 
people, the common people in particu- 
lar. We can serve our country no bet- 
ter than by endpavoring to clevato tho 
standard of the working people.

It is semi- 
officially stated that another industry 
will shortly bo launched in Fort Wayne, 
involving perhaps 3150,000 or $200,000 
capital. 
That peer of enterprising 


schemes, R. T, McDonald, manager of 
the electric light works, is at its noad, 
and with his indomitable energy it ought 
to win. It ib proposed to esUblifh 
in Fort Wayne a plant for tho manu- 
facture of machinery for artificial ico 
making, the capacity of which works 
will be probably 200 men at its incep- 
tion. 
Tho plan of organization is 


already maturing and local capitalists 
are in consultation to subscribe stock. 
Artificial ice is said to bo the best 
quality of "congealed" that can be 
found, a fact that has caused this in- 
dustry to bo established iu many cities 
where a year r.go it was unknown. 


The manufacture of machinery for 


these big plants will entail heavy ex- 
pense, as it will require skilled mechan- 
ics and many of them. It was asserted 
to-day by a gentleman "on tho inside" 
of the project that tho manufactory 
would positively be established soon. 
Mr. McDonald 'vill retain his interest 
in the electric light works in his pres- 
ent capacity of manager; his new enter- 
prise in no way interfering with his new 
deal, Mr. McDonald thinks seriously, 
too, of establishing and operating an 
ice-makiog phnt as his own personal in- 
vestment.

sought to advance and sent them home 
to his hearers with •» convincing force. 
Earnest, eloquent, logical, "Parson" 
Haines wields a power for good over his 
audiences that is doing much to educate 
public sentiment on the liquor question 


He believed it was possible not only to 
place a law upon our statute to make 
liquor selling a crime but to excnte it 
when it was passed. What was wanted 
was crystallition of Christian sentiment 
on the subject. Millions of voters in tbis 
•onntry to-day thought that liquor sell- 
ing was wrong and would gladly rid the 
home of the danger of the saloon, if they 
thought it could be done. It can be 
done, he said, if the temperance people 
have the courage to vota their convic- 
tions. The speaker closed with an elo- 
quent plea to the congregation to show 
themselves men, Christian men, and 
wipe the sin of intemperance from the 
nation by crushing the saloon, which 
makes our drunkards and breeds vice of 
every kind.

il countenance. 
His plea was for 


purer lives. Put the seal of condemn- 
ation upon the man and rid the home of 
this votary of licentiousness, who ruins 
the hearthstone and entails suffering 
upon innocent ones.

He IB sn eleqaent and forcible 
speaker, and delivered iutereBting ad- 
dresses at each ol the meetings. His 
diioonrse in the evening was on the sub- 
ject of temperance, and was full of in- 
teresting thoughts and powerful argu- 
ment for the prohibition of the liquor 
traffic. 


Alluding briefly to the terrible ruin 


wronght by drink, which sends every 
one hundred and thirty-filth boy bom 
into tho world on tho road that leads to 
the drunkards' grave, fills our prisons 
and poor houses with ninety-three hnn- 
dredtha otfheir inmates, makes starving! 
witcs and children, and sends misery, 
want, snBefiog, poverty and crime 
everywhere, he sought to place the re- 
sponsibility of this sin, and laid at the 
door of the Christian voters of this 
country, who by their own free will, 
allowed mm Belling to exist, when by 
proper action on their part, it could bo 
stamped out of. existence forever.
